Responsive to the Determination of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b) 
mailed with the Issue Notification on November 15, 2007, Applicants submit this Application for 
Patent Term Adjustment. Applicants submit the required fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1.18(e) along 
with this Application for Patent Term Adjustment. 

The Determination of Patent Term Adjustment states that the Patent Term Adjustment for 
this patent is 541 days. Applicants are charged with no incidents of delay, while the Office is 
charged with 541 days of delay, resulting in the calculated 541 days of Patent Term Adjustment. 
However, the Applicant files this Application to inform the Office that the Applicant should 
have been charged with 14 days of delay. Thus, Applicant respectfully submits that the proper 
number of days of Patent Term Adjustment is 527. 

On May 1, 2007, the Patent Office mailed an Office Action to Applicant. Thus, to avoid 
being charged with any time for Applicant Delay under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .704(b), Applicant would 
have needed to file a response by August 1, 2007. However, Applicant did not file a response 
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until August 15, 2007 (in the form of an RCE). Thus, under 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(b), Applicant 
should have been charged with 14 days of Applicant Delay. 

In light of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request correction of the Patent Term 
Adjustment term to 527 days. In addition, Applicants request a refund of the fee paid under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.18(e) associated with the filing of this Application for Patent Term Adjustment since 
the request for adjustment is due to the Office's error.
